Shot by Officer Russell Several Weeks 
Ago— Alleged to Have Resisted 
Arrest. 


H arry Du rham, 23, of Brownstown, 
who was shot by Marshal John R u s­ 
sell, recently when he is alleged to 
hav e resisted arrest for intox ication, 
died early this morning from the ef- j 
feets of his wou nd. 
For sev eral day s 
he had been in a critical condition. 
He leav es a widow, one infant child 
and his father. 
Sev eral day s after! 
Du rham was wou nded his condition 
was seriou s hu t later he rallied and 
it was ex p ected that he wou ld recov ­ 
er. 
Howev er, comp lications dev elop ­ 
ed which resu lted in his death. 
Sheriff Robertson stated at the 
time of the shooting that if Du rham 


wou nd.” 
This finding was reached 
after a 
nu mber of witnesses were 
ex amined. 
it was stated 
that 
the shotgu n 
owned by Mr. Johnson had not been 
in p erfect condition since last fall. 
The shell ejector was defectiv e, it 
was stated, and for some time he had 
u sed a nail to remov e the shells a f ­ 
ter they were fired. 
It was fu rther 
stated th at Mr. Johnson had p u r­ 
chased a bottle of oil recently with 
the ex p ectation of cleaning the gu n 
bu t Mrs. Johnson did not know that 
he had started the work the morning 
of the fata l accident. 
The gu n was 
u su ally kep t back of the refrigerator, 
it was stated, and Mrs. Johnson did 
not know it had been remov ed from 
there u ntil she saw it u nder the bed 
following the accident. 
W itnesses testified that Mr. John­ 
son was in his u su al good sp irits on 
the morning 
of 
the accident, 
lie 
slep t late and on awakening asked 
Mrs. Johnson why she had not aw ak­ 
ened him earlier. 
He carried in two 
bu cket.•* of coal and then went to the 
bedroom and was entertaining his

Ru ssell desires to hav e a charge p re­ 
ferred against him so that he can be 
cleared in cou rt of any wrong doing inr* 
while acting in the cap acity of a 
p eace officer. 
Du rham formerly liv ­ 
ed here bu t had resided in Illinois be­ 
fore going to Brownstown.

While the Sey mou r Canning Com­ 
p any is reaching a decision whether 
or not it will bu ild a factory to take 
the p lace of the one at Rockford 
which was recently destroy ed by fire, 
a nu mber of p rop ositions are being 
made by sev eral localities which de­ 
sire to hav e the p lant. 
As y et the 
comp any has not determined whether 
it will rebu ilt. 
The comp any is com­ 
p osed of Allen Swop e, p ostm aster, 
Sol Dav is, of this city , and William 
Isaacs, of Cortland. 
The Rockford 
p lant with its machinery and the 
stock on hand was v alu ed at ap p rox i­ 
mately $20,000 nd was insu red for 
abou t $13,000, it is stated. 
The growers in Redding township 
are anx iou s to hav e the p lant rebu ild 
at that p lace. 
Hu ndreds of acres in 
that and 
adjoining township s 
are 
dev oted to the growing of tomatoes 
and the crop has been sold to the 
Rockford factory . 
It was located 
adv antageou sly for the growers in 
that commu nity and as they desire 
to continu e the growing of the crop s 
they are anx iou s to hav e the factory 
rebu ilt there. 
Hay den is also anx iou s to get the 
factory , it is stated. 
For some time 
the growers in that v icinity hav e 
been talking of bu ilding a factory 
for their own conv enience and believ e 
th at if the local comp any can be in­ 
terested in their locality the p lant 
wou ld be a v alu able addition to that 
section. 
Su rp rise is also a fte r the 
cannery , it is stated. 
It is rep orted 
that su fficient grou nd will be d o n at­ 
ed for the p lant if it is brou ght there 
and that a large acreage will be g u a r­ 
anteed the comp any . 
The growers 
there say the land is well adap ted to 
the cu ltiv ation of tomatoes and that 
many additional acres wou ld be de­ 
v oted to this p u rp ose if a cannery 
was located conv eniently . 
Before the comp any decides u p on 
a location, howev er, it will fir>t d e­ 
termine whether the cannery is to he 
rebu ilt. 
A member of the comp any 
said that nothing definite had been 
done in this direction as y et bu t that 
a decision wou ld lie reached in amp le 
time to p ermit the g ro w ers to set ou t 
their crop s. 
Rockford has the adv antage ov er 
the other locations, it is stated, in 
that tlie old fou ndation is still sta n d ­ 
ing and is p ractically u ndamaged. 
The p lant there was in the center of 
a rich farming commu nity and the 
bu siness lias p rosp ered.

SHIPS MAY ARM FOR DEFENSE 


Rules Governing Sea Warfare Cannot 


Be Changed Without General Con­ 


sent, Is Position Taken by Govern­ 


ment on Teutonic Submarine Policy. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
16.—President 
Wilson and his advisers have recon­ 
sidered the proposition of departing 
from the letter of established inter­ 
national law and subscribing to the 
German and Austrian contention that 
armed enemy merchantmen are to be 
regarded as auxiliary warships and 
not entitled to warning before sink­ 
ing. 
That 1s to say, if the entente pow­ 
ers do not. as it seems likely they 
will not, acgept the proposal of the 
United States for the establishment 
of a modus vivendi under which all 
merchant vessels will be disarm d. 
the United States will stand by the 
law that such ships may arm for de­ 
fense and still retain their character 
of peaceful vessels of trade 
This fflot 
developed 
following a 
meeting of the cabinet at which the 
situation 
was 
discussed. 
Secretary 
Lansing, however, sought to have it 
understood that the United States was 
not back-tracking. 
He said it never 
had been his intention of departing 
from the principle of international law 
that merchant ships may arm for de­ 
fense, if the entente powers should 
reject the proposals of a modus viven­ 
di. All that tho American government 
contemplated doing, he indicated, if 
the negotiations with the allies fell 
through, was to modify the rules of 
its ports as to the character of arm a­ 
ment, determining whether a ship was 
armed for offense or defense. 
It is not the present intention. It 
was indicated, to make any protest to 
Germany and Austria against their 
decree that, after March 1 they will 
begin attacking all armed m erchant­ 
men without warning. 
Nor is it the 
intention, from what Mr. Lansing in­ 
dicated, to warn Americans to keep 
off armed ships. 
Regarding the 
imminent 
dangers 
which threaten because of the German 
and Austrian decrees, the disposition 
at present is to await some actual oc­ 
currence involving the loss of Amer­ 
ican lives or property before making 
any protest. 
The state department, 
it was explained, regards the German 
and Austrian decrees in the light of 
circular announcements to all neu­ 
trals, which as was the case with the 
German war zone decree of February, 
191 r., may or may not be acknowledged 
o r replied to in any formal way. 
A protest and warning does not 
appeal at present to be on the pro­ 
gram in the case of the new' decrees. 
All, which at present writing, the de­ 
partm ent appears to be considering 
in that direction is a polite inquiry of 
the Teutonic powers as to how their 
submarines are going to go about the 
task of deciding w hether a ship they 
plan to attack is armed or is not 
armed. 
The German embassy, apparently 
advised of the change of heart on the 
part of the administration, was pre­ 
pared with the view that Germany at 
least has no intention of attacking 
passenger 
liners, 
whether they be 
armed or unarmed, her program being 
confined, it was thought, to attacking 
enemy freighters and trawlers.
